N these prosaic days of steam and wireless, it 

is seldom the necessity arises for a wrecked 

ship’s crew to pull for many days in an open 

boat in an effort to make port hundreds of

miles distant from the seene of the disaster. 


the steamship Canadian Importer, waterlogged in the 
Pacific, with San Francisco six hundred and_ fifty 
miles away, the nearest harbor of refuge. It detracts 
not in the least from their courage and persistency 
that their distressed, comrades had been rescued long 
before they reached their destination; the facet that 
they essayed the perilous voyage and were within a 
few hours of their goal when picked up by a sea- 
going tug, indicates that the old-time hardihood and 
pluck of the mariners are still reflected in the present 
followers of the sea. The splendid record of the 
eleven sailors who volunteered has not been paral- 


leled in many years, and seldom surpassed, 


Perhaps, the longestt voyage in an open boat made 
in circumstances even more trying than the one just 
noted, was the navigation of the schooner Bounty’s 
yawl, after the crew had mutinied and the ecom- 
mander. Lieutenant Bligh, with a following of seven- 
teen men, was sent over the side in a small boat, 
supplied with a cask of water, one hundred and fitts 
’s biscuit, a little rum and wine, salt

pork and beef, a quadrant, a compass, twine, cordag 


and canvass and four cutlasses for arms. They were 
within forty miles of an inhabited island in the 
South Seas, but the time was April, 1789, and the 
natives unfriendly. Af vr a harsh reception, in which 
one of the crew was killed, Bligh decided to steer 
straight across the Pacifie to the Dutch Kast Indies, 
almost four thousand miles away, their nearest haven. 

Many islands were passed, many storms were en- 
countered in which the boat was nearly swamped, 
bailing was constant, to prevent the boat from filling, 
and what little sleep the men snatched was in a 
watery bed from which they awoke with severe 
cramps and pains in their bones. But they persisted, 
existing on the shortest possible rations, for Bligh 
figured it would consume six weeks to fetch Timor, 
the port. After three weeks of misery they made 
New Uolland, as Australia was then called, where 
they rowed ashore and feasted on oysters; then off 
again, with water-breakers filled, heading for the 
Malay Archipelago. Not to prolong the agony, suffice 
it that the argonauts endured another long stretch 
of the voyage—two thousand miles more, and in 
forty-one days from their experience with the in- 
hospitable islanders, they raised the shore of Timor 
skirted the coast and finally entered the Dutch harbor 
with not a man lost. It was Commander Bligh who 
carried to England the first tidings of the mutiny of 


Bounty. But that is another story—Los Angeles

These 
facts, together with the bumper crops of the present 
harvest, seem to indicate that there is a silver lining 
to the dark cloud which has been hanging over the 
farmers. Farmers in the middle west who paid $8, 
$10 and $12 a day for help during harvest last year, 
and found it searee at that, are paying $3 and keep 


T HE business slackness and the large amount of 


a season, the Chicago Journal of Commerce notes. 
And then, while there were 4,000 abandoned farms 
in New England last fall, this summer there are 
not 800. ‘‘One great farm ageney has had 200,000 
inquiries from farm seekers, people who never again 
want to be in the pinch of food extortion and out- 
rageous rentals in cities. They are getting back 
where the family cow, pig, potatoes and garden truck 
will insure them against famine.”’ 

“Back to the farm’’ is the motto now, says Mr. 
Chester A. Jones, who has been making a trip through 
the grain belt, and bases his optimistie econelusions 
partly on personal observatoon and partly on the 
reports that come from the representatives of a large 
farm agency. Old farm hands who went to the cities 
for big money during the war and have stayed there 
till now are flocking back to their former work, we 
are told, because of the searcity of openings in the 
city. As Mr. Jones is quoted in the New York 
Times: 

“*Not only is unemployment filling jobs on the 
farms, but it is also stimulating small farm enter- 
prises. Many a man out of a job, seeing his savings 
dwindle, determines to get a farm, however small, 
which will at least stand between him and starvation. 
In normal times 65 to 70 per cent of the requests for 
farm information come from the country. Since the 
first of the year 70 per cent of the requests have eome 
from city people, and the total number of inquiries 
has inereased greatly. On September 1, 1920, there 
were over 4,000 abandoned and vaeant farms in New 
England. From the rate at which New England farms 
are now selling, it is estimated that by October 1, 
there will remain only 20 per cent of this number 
untenanted. The department of labor has announced 
a reduction in the cost of living of: 16.1 per cenr 
during the last vear execluding, however, light and 
fuel costs. It is these three, together with unemploy- 
ment, that are putting city men back on the farms. 

“The States of the southwest are producing the 
biggest crop since 1915; it is 386,531,100 bushels of 
winter wheat, yhich is more than 60 per cent of the 
total winter wheat crop of the nation and more than 
one-third of the total wheat yield for the whole year. 
Everything seems to be smiling upon the farmer. 
Besides plentiful labor, the weather has been so good 
that the corn crop in lowa, for instanee, is ten days 


to two Weeks ahead of time.’’

“PRO BONO PUBLICO” 
EFORE the war, according to the Tariff Com- 
mission’s report of 1915, there were exactly 
seven concerns engaged in making dyes in the 
United States. In the 1920 report, after six 
years of total embargo, there were shown 82. An 
Ohio dye manufacturer told the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee that ‘‘this talk about German dyes being 
superior to those made in America is pro bono pub- 
lico.’’ He said that the American dye manufacturers 
are making fine headway in establishing the industr~ 
in this country. Germany, the witness declared, is 
carrying on a campaign of propaganda defaming the 
American-made dyes. He told’ the Senators: ‘‘If you 
don’t give us an embargo, please give us time to 
liquidate our business.’’ It has been brought out in 
the hearings that Great Britain, France, Italy ani 
Japan have either imposed an embargo against ‘er- 
man dyes or a licensing system to protect their own 
dye industries. The concerns that have invested 
millions of dollars in the industry in the United 
States now stand before a Republican Congress ap- 
pealing for the same kind of tariff legislation that 
the party defended for so many years as necesssary 
in the building of ‘‘infant industries.’’ Steel, wool, 
cotton, wood and earthenware manufacturers were 
accorded preferential tariff legislation in the past, 
with the result that we now lead the world in osem 
of our manufacure that once were weak and strug- 
gling.

T ting, for their independence, blame- some 
American jingoes now in the Islands for pre- 
judicing their cause with the American people. 
The New York Tribune recently exposed this growing 
spirit of opposition to the just aspirations of this 
nation of 8,000,000 of people. These Ameriean op- 
ponents draw the color line against the Filipinos as 
they do against the negro in this country, and they 
evince a degree of horror at any irregularity in ad- 
ministration or in the conduct of the people. In 
reply to strictures of this kind a bright young Fili- 
pino gentleman offers to show conditions immeasur- 
ably worse in some of our great cities, than what is 
urged against independence of the Philippines. If a 
people are to be deprived of their rights on such 
flimsy pretexts, it will be a reflection upon the spirit 
of justice supposed to be recognized in this country 
more than anywhere else; and it will also be a direct 
violation of the pledges made to the Filipino people 
that as soon as they showed the ability to run their 
government themselves, they would be given their 
freedom.

| Arch of Bridge Which Must Have Been F 
Built Centuries Ago Just 
Brought to Life. 

A very Interesting relic of old Lon- 
don has come to light, according to 
the London Times, an arch of old Lon- 
don bridge, which was demolished dur- 
ing the construction of the new Lon- 
don bridge, which began in 1825. The | 
| arch now discovered is the second from 
the north side of the old bridge, and | 
is close to St. Magnus’ church. It was 
disclosed during some building opera- 

tions now in progress, z 

The first stone bridge over the 
Thames was built in 1176, but the 
bridge was constantly repaired and 
restored, so that there ts no evidence 
of the exact date of this particular 
arch. It was apparently medieval, and | 
is built of Reigate stone with a very 
flat trajectory. At the beginning of the 
Eighteenth century, however, three flat 
wrought-stone supporting ribs were 
put in, and the middle one of these ts 
dated 1708. The arch is not yet en- 
tirely uncovered, but a springer at each 
side is just being disclosed, and the 
span {is estimated to be about 80 foot. 
The under surface of the arch is con- 
siderably waterworn between the add- 
ed ribs. It ls one of the arches close 
to which the mill wheel stood for the 
raising of water Inte the watertower 
that stood alongside the bridge. This 
arch stood in the river, and Is, there- 
fore, an evidence of the limits which, | 
as time has gone on, have been im 
posed on the Thames, the river being 
now much narrower than It was in | 
medieval times. It {s understood that |

explained today when Chief Forest 
Ranger Arthur Shay credited their 
lack to hungry deer, who, unable 


to find their accustomed quantity of 


nibbled instead or the tender blos- 
som shoots which the plants were 
green grass in the eariy summer, 
just then sending forth. 

Although the yucca usually blos- 


soms the latter part of May or early 
in June, this year none whatever 
was to be found until the end of 
June, and then only in very small 
quantities in portions of the canyon 
where they commonly abound by the 
myriad. 

Several explanations have been 
advanced, but none that has seemed 
satisfactory until Ranger Shay, ad- 
vanced his theory. Spring visited 
the canyon this year much eailier 
than usua] with the result that the 
grass on the hillsides became green 
considerably ahead of the usual 
schedule. When the deer came, they 
found the tender green shoots tempt- 
ing morsels and gobbled them up, 
so that when summer arrived their 
usual food was not present in the 
quantities demanded. 

In looking about for a substitute, 
the graceful little animals are be- 
lieved to have turned to the yuccas 
and finding their tender blossoms 
shoots just bursting forth, proceed- 
ed to feast upon them, apparently 
enjoying the new “dish’ greatly. 

Hundreds of plants were destroyed 
in this manner with the result that 
toufists, hieing themselves for to 
view one of the most Ear of 
the many sights that Southern Cali- 
fornia has to offer—hillsides clothed 
in snowy yuccas—were doomed to 
disappointment. 

M. Haggart, a Civil War veteran 
who conducts a curio shop at Santa 
Monica and makes annual trips to 
San Antonio canyon to secure yuccas 
for the making of novelties of vart- 


ous description, was obliged to, re- 
turn practically empty-handed recent- 
ly, it is said. 


CONVERSE WITH THEIR TAILS 


Student of Natural History Writes of 
His Observations of Dogs and 
Other Animals. 








Any who have seen a pack of 
wolves in full cry must have noticed 
the eager waving of their tails, evi- 
dently to enable the pack to keep to 
gether, and possibly for purposes of 
mutual encouragement. Fire a bullet 
into one of the leaders and.see how 
quickly all the flags are drooped, and 
the creatures get out of the way, each 
for himself. If you notice, the fox, 
who has a magnificent tail, does not 
raise it aloft at all. He is a solitary 
hunter and uses his brush chiefly for 
« muffler, to keep his feet and nose 
warm. But your dog does a good 
deal of his talking with his tail. You 
ean follow his very thoughts—dogs do 
think, you know!—by watching his 
tail. Just as I have carried on long 


and useful conversations with occa- 
sional Indians of strange tongues by 
observing the movements of face, 
shoulders and hands. I have an idea 
that animals were intended to com- 
municate with each other mainly by 
using their tails. The vertebrae 
through which the brain projects 
much of its direction and knowledge 
extends to the tip of the tall, The 
tail is, therefore, In direct and con- 
stant contact with the controlling 
power of the antmal.—Montreal Fam- 
{ly Herald, 





VARYING FORMS OF CURRENCY 


In Many Parts of the Worid the Use 
of Gold and Silver Is Prac- 
tically Unknown. 

In odd corners of the world many 

queer things ure used as money. 

In China you may find in circulation 
lumps of gold or silver bearing marks 
which show that they were first Issued 
hundreds of years ago. In shape they 
are square oval or oblong, and they 
weigh anything up to 1% pounds. The 
Chinese also use small strips of brass 
or copper, some of which are worth 
less than a hundredth of a penny. 
Some of the Mongol tribes pay their 
bills with little cubes of compressed 
tea, 

In Burma one finds the cowrie shell 
used as money, while little porcelain 
coins take the place of halfpence. The 
inhabitants of some of the districts 
bordering the Persian gulf do their 
buying and selling with fishhooks of 
various, sizes, 

Africa provides a weird assortment. 
Beads, elephant tusks and spear heads 
are all used as coins. 

In Oceania filnt axes are the most 
common means of exchange, but we 
find considerable use made of parrots’ 
feathers woven into ropes. The real 
wild red Indian hardly exists now, but 
in a few remote countries, such as 
Alaska, he is still to be found using 
his shell money.
